The Interest in Art Books 


By Leila Mechlin 


Secretary, The American Federation of Arts 


OUCH is said in jest of those who 
try to see with their ears and 
hear with their eyes—the average 

American tourist who goes thru the great 
galleries of Europe with nose buried in a 
guide book or eyes fixed upon a lecturer, 
and the concert-goers at home who give 
first attention to the pro- 
gram notes and listen in- 
differently to the musical 
compositions when ren- 
dered. Obviously works 
of art must be seen and 
music heard to be appre- 
ciated, but appreciation 
is oft times bred of 
knowledge, and knowl- 
edge both of art and of 
music heard to be appre- 
in considerable measure 
from books. 

The fact is that those 
who have not grown up 
in close association with art are as a rule 
like wanderers in a new country in need 
of a guide. Also the best and surest way 
of acquiring genuine appreciation is thru 
contact with those who appreciate, who 
have a love of art in their hearts; for 
while it is true that knowledge leads to 
appreciation, the two are by no means one 
and the same. One may know the history 
of art from beginning to end, and yet not

Arts of Boston, has said: ““The knowledge 
of art is common, but the love of art that 
brings real happiness and inspiration to the 
heart of man is rare. One is an intellec- 
tual interest. ‘The other is a great emo- 
tion. Before a great painting or 
a great sculpture the real love of art mani- 
fests itself, not in the 
clever criticism that one 
hears so often at an 
afternoon tea or at eve- 
ning around the dinner 
table. It manifests itself 
rather in silence — the 
silence that is like the 
hush that one feels when 
one stands in the cathe- 
dral of an alien faith 
hallowed by the worship 
of many generations. It 
manifests itself rather 
in the clutch at your 
heart, in the mist in 
It is the love of art, not merely 


your eyes. 
the knowledge of art, that is the great 
thing.” 


The Books on Inspiration 


It is for this reason that when I was 
asked to compile a reading list on Art I 
placed first thereon a number of books on 
appreciation, books which I myself had 
found full of inspiratiom and understand- 
ingy written by those who had not: only 
scholarship but enthusiasm for the great 
subjects of which they treatedy Not one 
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book on this list is dull or dry; not one 
of them all will prove tiresome reading 
for those who know next to nothing about 
art technically. As I look down the little 
list which I hold in my hand I cannot re- 
frain from feeling envious of those who 
have never read these books and who are 
to have this pleasure, just as one may feel 
a bit envious of those starting off on a first 
trip to Europe, knowing what delights 
await them, what wide, splendid vistas of 
sheer enjoyment are opening before them. 
And the more one reads the more one will 
wish to read and the more one will see. 

Barrie, in his “Margaret Ogilvy” says 
that the chief end and aim of all art is 
“to open the eyes of those who will see 
to beautiful thoughts and beautiful things.” 
‘The writers of these books which I have 
set down, some of whom are themselves 
artists of accomplishment and distinction, 
men who have personally added to the sum 
of beauty in the world, have the magic 
power, thru a gift of words, to open blind 
eyes, to make it possible for the reader to 
see more than he has ever seen before. And 
besides all this, these writers have, it will 
be found, recognized the wide boundary of 
art and related it to life—life today as well 
as in the past. 


Art Embodies History 


ut if we want to pursue these pleasant 
avenues, to see these things which many 
have seen and found beautiful, we shall 
want a background for our study, and this 
we find in the history of art. The history 
of art, furthermore, means the history of 
civilization, for, to quote Mr. Gray again, 
‘While nations come and go, art, the art 
that embodies their great ideals, lives.” 
And if you would know what has been the 
longing and the aspiration of those who 
have gone before, you will find it in the 
history of their art, the buildings they have 
erected, the sculpture they have carved, the 
pictures they have painted. Art reflects 
life and always will. 
And then, as one contemplates the work 
of art, one begins to consider the worker 


individuals. 
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—the artist, and so a very shcrt list of 
striking personalities, biographies of great 
artists each endowed with genius and mak- 
ing a contribution that was worth while, 
is added. Among these are John La 
Farge, Augustus Saint-Gaudens, Winslow 
Homer, Daniel Burnham, Whistler and 
Vedder and Chase—all Americans, know- 
ing whom one knows the best. No work 
could better set forth the enchantment of 
the life of a real artist than Mrs. Pennell’s 
book entitled ‘Nights’; nothing perhaps 
can make us realize better that we have 
among us, even among the modernists, 
those who are producing works of art in a 
spirit of dedication than the series of es- 
says on Arthur B. Davies. There is so 
much misunderstanding of art and artists, 
there is so little applause given the artists 
during their lives, that it would be well if 
artists and public could get together more 
closely thru the introduction that such 
biographical works as these will be found 
to give. 


The Art of Odd Places 


Referring again to the spirit of art, the 
spirit in which one reads or looks or listens, 
art is essentially a matter of beauty, in- 
tensely personal, profoundly significant, es- 
sentially related to the things of the spirit. 

ie took WEEE Ge ad on Oh Ut, 
which is well deserving of mention, inas- 
much as it manifests the attitude to art 
which is the real key to understanding, is 
entitled ““The Three Fountains,” and is by 
Stark Young—essays written in Italy, and 
with reference not to a grand tour but to 
impressions of art found in odd places as 
it spoke to the author.

Unity Pegues—Hollywood 


ELLING books in Hollywood 
means dealing with the book 
whims of a sophisticated and 

fickle group—a people of cosmopoli- 
tan and catholic taste who desire the 
very best in literature one minute, the 
very latest in popularity the next, and 
nothing in particular the moment after. 

To be successful in the enterprise 
demands a temperament keyed to the pecu- 
liar demands of a motion-picture populace, 
and a personality able to cope with its 
shifting fancies and blasé moods. It calls 
for an alert person, quick to sense the de- 
sires of this bookbuying public and keen 
enough to anticipate its caprices. 

Just such a person is Unity Pegues who, 
at 6417 Hollywood Boulevard, set up shop 
a few years ago and straightway proceeded 
to demonstrate that a novice with a love 
of good books and the requisite amount of 
business sense can make a “go” of the book 
business even in Hollywood. 

She had had little previous experience, 
only a few months’ work in the town’s 
other_ bookshop, 
the Hollywood 
Book Store, to fa- 
miliarize herself 
with the details of 
selling; but she 
brought with her 
to her new work 
the cultural bene- 
fits of life abroad 
and the added ad- 
vantage of long as- 
sociation with the 
best in literature. 
To these assets she 
added a personal- 
ity combining con- 
tinental poise and 
western _friendli- 
ness in just the 
right amounts to 
win instant favor

Her shop is excellently situated on 
that wide thorofare of first-class retail 
establishments that make Hollywood’s 
business section one of the most at- 
tractive of suburban main streets. 

Outside it has little to distin- 
guish it, except the sign announcing 
“UNITY PEGUES — BOOKS 
OLD & NEW,” and two attractive win- 
dows, one devoted to foreign and art books, 
the other to current American fiction. 
Within, it instantly becomes something 
distinctive and different by reason of its 
rough-finished orange walls, with touches 
of. bright blue here and there in lounge, 
easy chairs and batik hangings. 

The shop consists of one large room, 
its dark tiled floor covered with brown 
rugs, making it less formal and austere 
than the conventional bookstore. Book- 
cases line the walls, the shelves labelled 
with orange stickers which call attention 
to the various types of literature carried. 
(Whether the orange used so generously 
on walls, posters, 
labels, etc., is a

For in 
a land of continual sunshine, it is hard to 
get anyone to stay indoors—still harder to 
induce him to go about armed with a book. 
In the eyes of all the world California 
stands out as a playground, and where 
people play constantly it means real effort 
on the part of the bookseller to divert 
strenuous activity into mental relaxation 
thru the pages of a good book. 

In building up her business Unity Pegues 
has had to combat the theory that “people

East Orange, N. J., is an excellent type 
of overshadowed city. It is next door to 
Newark which is vastly larger and a large 
part of its residents commute to New York. 
East Orange is overshadowed on all sides. 
Competition there is keen, so it will be 
interesting to see what the booksellers there 
are doing about keeping the trade at home. 

“While I think that the circulating li- 
brary is really hurting the book business, 
I cannot help but feel that it is helping 
the book business in places like East Orange 
with the keen competition that surrounding 
cities much larger than ours are offering. 
People today are not buying so many 
novels for themselves. They are buying 
mostly for gift purposes. That is what the 
circulating library’ has done to the book 
business. But—and here is where I think 
it has helped us—but I find that the circu- 
lating library is liberally patronized by the 
people of this city, with the result that when 
a book is needed for gift purposes it is the 
natural thing to drop in here and buy it,” 


when they want a book they will never 
think of the bookstore but will buy at the 
circulating library which in so many in- 
stances sells books. The more I think of 
the whole thing, the more I am convinced 
that the circulating library is the salvation 
of the bookseller in the overshadowed city. 

“As to what sort of books are in demand 
in cities like East Orange, I would say that 
the happy ending story is by far the leader. 
Our people do not care for the sad story 
or for the story that does not end happily. 
I find that mystery stories are very popular 
with the business man as well as with 
professors, doctors and others who could 
be considered as making up the more 
learned class of men, I suppose they seek 
relaxation and find that the mystery story 
gives that to them. 

“Books that have been done into movies 
or movies that have been done into books 
are’ popular. ‘People see the movie and 
want to read the book, I find. We have 
noticed this trend very fétcibly. 
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“On the other hand, I think the running 
of a story in a newspaper or magazine 
hurts the sale of a book unless the book is 
published when the story is about finished. 
When that is done, the sale of the book 
is helped because people who have read a 
part of the book in serial form and have 
gotten interested in it want to finish it. 
They buy the book to do that. And if 
they don’t buy the book, they rent it, which 
helps the circulating library. 

“It all comes back to the circulating 
library in the end, which I believe is the 
salvation of a city like East Orange which 
seems to be overshadowed by larger cities.” 

There are other circulating libraries in 
East Orange which in addition sell books. 
Their experience seems to be about the 
same as that of The Greeting Shop. In 
addition there is one fine department store, 
R. H. Muir, Inc., which has a high repu- 
tation. It has a book department. Let’s 
see what has been the experience of those 
in that department. 

“People in a city like this are ‘shoppers’ 
and so when they come in to buy books 
they know the prices of books in other 
stores, especially in Newark and larger 
cities,” says Miss T. Ackerman of the book 
department of R. H. Muir, Inc., in dis- 
cussing the selling of books from the de- 
partment store angle. “In some of these 
larger city bookstores like Macy’s in New 
York and Bamberger’s in Newark, they 
have cut prices which forces us to compete 
in a sense. We try as far as possible 
to meet those city prices because it seems 
that we have to. That is the one draw- 
back to selling books in a city like East 
Orange. 

“Only about half the people who come 
in here for books have a definite book in 
mind. The rest come in for something to 
read, so it is possible to aid them in their 
choice. I find that in most instances they 
do not buy by author at all, preferring to 
let the story itself influence them. 

“The majority of people in this section, 
at least, those with whom we come in con- 
tact, seem to read for entertainment so the 
love story is the popular seller. The love 
story that ends happily is very much in de- 
mand regardless of the author. Some-people, 


I find, read for educational purposes but 


they are in the.minority with us:-

“As far as the jackets are concerned I 
have never noticed that they had much 
effect on the sale of a book. People gener- 
ally buy by the book itself, its contents, 
rather than by the jacket or even the cover. 

“Books that have been made into movies 
seem to sell quite well but I don’t think it 
makes quite the difference in sales that 
some people might think. Some who have 
seen the movie feel that they would like to 
read the story but others feel that as long 
as they have seen the movie there is no 
need to read the book. As far as any 
effect of serial publication is concerned, 1 
cannot say that I have noticed any one way 
or the other. 

“Tn selling books in a place like East 
Orange with the larger cities so near at 
hand, the main thing is to have the books 
that are in demand in stock and out where 
people can see them when they are being 
called for. When a customer comes in 
and cannot get the book wanted it is dis- 
couraging and in many instances the cus- 
tomer doesn’t return.” 

Here are several ideas worth considering 
on the keeping of book business at home 
in the overshadowed city. ‘They are ideas 
that book sellers are using in just such a 
city and using with success. It may be 
that they are not 100% perfect but they 
are workable and have been proved. And, 
if they will work in a small Eastern city 
where competition is as keen as it is any- 
where in the entire United States, it is a 
certainty that they will work equally well 
in other sections where competition is less 
keen. The circulating library, at least, 
seems to be something well worth watch- 
ing. There is a difference of opinion as 
to whether it is good, bad or indifferent.

Survey Time 


ITH next week begin the crucial 

four months of the bookselling year, 

crucial insofar as profit-making goes, 

for, if a bookstore fails to make a net profit 

between September and January, it will 

never make one, and the crest of business 

before Christmas has to carry in its excess 
balances the debits of less active months. 

This means that every bookseller has to 

resurvey his preparation for this active 

season, in order that he may not only do 

a good business but may do the best possible 


of operation. efinite responsibility on eac 


For some time before September Ist, he 
has been considering the matter of stock 
and planning on the proper representation 
of staples as well as on the continuing 
supply of new titles. Every bookseller has 
available, either in records or in paid bills, 
the purchases of the previous fall and 
knows what was carried over. This is a 
concrete guide to the selection of staples 
for stock, and books that were frequently 
reordered certainly belong on the shelves, 
in order that customers may find them 
without delay. Booksellers are well aware 
that both the reputation of the store and 
its total sales suffer when desirable and 
rapidly moving stock is not on the shelves. 

The bookseller will also find time to 
resurvey the general appearance of his 
shop. Is the window the best that can be 
had for book display purposes? Is it 
equipped with proper racks and lights? Is 
its use being systematized and energized 
so that the store is talking to the passerby 
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hour after hour and week after week? Is 
someone in charge of the displays who is 
really interested in this kind of selling? 
And is the work done on the window by 
the one in charge being properly appreci- 
ated and praised when successful ? 

The third point of special importance 
in this fall survey is the question of service. 
Is the personnel what it should be? The 
fall is no time to clog the machinery with 
spiritless selling. “lhe salesman who does 
not delight in seeing the new stock come 
to hand, who cannot immediately see ways 
and means of finding sales, who does not 
welcome with pleasure the returning citi- 
zens, teachers and others, and who -does 
not find exhilaration in* approaching the 
busiest and best season of bookselling is 
not the person to build sales. When a 
bookstore is putting its best foot forward, 
equipment, stock and service should be 
cooperative elements to increase the reputa- 
tion and prosperity of the shop. 


Increasing Sales Per Clerk 


HILE advertising and promotion 
are doing their part to increase the 
general interest in the bookstore’s 
activity and in the total business per week, 
one of the most practical measures for in- 
creasing the total sales is to put a very 
individua 
salesman and to let the salesman fully un- 
derstand what his part in the fall program is. 

Each salesman should know what he sold 
last year and what he is expected to sell 
this year, and these expectations should be 
based on sound analysis of what can be 
done and on what items the totals are to 
be built. The salesman has to realize that 
his salary cannot be drawn from a good 
will fund but from the sales created, and, 
if the salaries amount to too high a per- 
centage of the sales total, a store loss is 
assured. 

With a definite weekly budget of sales, 
it is surprising how often these totals can 
be reached simply by being conscious of 
the objective. Many salesmen have found 
themselves doubling their totals on a 
Saturday simply that they might meet the 
week’s quota which they had in their minds. 
It has to be remembered, too, by the buyer 
or manager that large totals cannot be 
created out of nothing. The stock has to 
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be on hand, stock that has a good potential 
market. If October’s total of last year 
was raised by an active business in some 
biography of substantial price, the buyer 
must point out where that same type of 
sale is to be found this year, and provide 
the books and the impulse to sell. From 
budgets that are aimed for and met, come 
totals that mean good fall business. 


Bookselling Course Again 
Announced 


HE course in bookselling at the Col- 

lege of the City of New York last 

spring was so well attended and filled 
apparently so real a need that the College 
has asked the National Association of Book 
Publishers to sponsor another series of 
lectures, with the idea that this might be 
followed in the spring by a more advanced 
course for those who have taken one of 
these two series. Marion Humble, execu- 
tive secretary of the Publishers’ Associa- 
tion, has been canvassing the situation this 
month and believes there is every reason to 
expect that another group would like to 
attend these lectures, and B. W. Hueb-- 
and F. G. Melcher have agreed to take 
the direction of the lectures, to begin on 
October 7th and to run to the last of 
January, omitting two Wednesdays, 
December 23rd and 30th. The hours, as 
before, are to be from 6:45 to 8:20. It is 
expected that the directors will again have 
the valuable help of Cedric Crowell, J. A. 
\Margolies, Temple Scott and others. 


Controlled Buying 


HE tendency towards close buying 
has appeared in all industries bring- 
ing new problems to the producer and 
distributor. This was forced by war con- 
ditions and continued thru the disturbing 
period that followed, when retailers found 
that the same amount of capital would 
carry one-third less stock than before the 
war. If new capital was not available, it 
was absolutely necessary to get quick turn- 
over. ‘This method was adopted and the 
plan has been held to ever since. 
It often happens, however, that buying 
becomes so exceedingly close that the pub- 
lic does not find in stock the goods wanted, 
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with a consequent curtailment of business. 
Sales are clinched when customers see the 
goods, and this is particularly true of books. 

Might it not be well to substitute for 
“hand-to-mouth buying,” “controlled buy- 
ing,” as was suggested in a recent editorial 
in Printers’ Ink? Controlled buying is 
buying for rapid turnover on the basis of 
a thoro knowledge of what has been sold 
and can be sold, that is, a consistent and 
well-ordered method of having the books 
the public wants when it wants them, and 
neither too long before nor after. Hand- 
to-mouth buying has often been simply a 
cutting down of orders without data as to 
real needs, ordering so closely that publish- 
ers are shipping books in retail quantity 
rather than in wholesale quantity and the 
retailer’s real function of anticipating and 
providing for the needs of his community 
is lost. 

Soméwhere between the old speculative 
buying and the lately developed practice 
of hand-to-mouth buying lies a_ better 
method of controlled buying.

HE fall activity in all

The 
moving picture interests have 
got under way with their ' 
big campaign for a greater 
movie season which should 
in some wise help along a 
greater reading season this year and next. 

Anent Christopher Morley’s remarks 
about the plugs to be seen in Liggett’s Drug 
Store in the Grand Central Station, it is 
interesting to note that in addition to doing 
one thousand dollars worth of business a 
day at their soda fountain, they do a book 
business reputed to be in excess of $100,000 
a year. _ Visiting booksellers will find it 
worth their while to make a special trip to 
the Grand Central Terminal to see the 
store in operation and to notice how proper 
displays can increase sales.

The National Association of Book Pub- 
lishers has received an outline of a plan 
for a book publisher’s exhibit at the Sesqui- 
Centennial at Philadelphia from Mr. 
Lippincott, chairman of the committee on 
the exposition. It was voted that a fund 
of $10,000 be appropriated in 1926 as part 
of the Year-Round Bookselling campaign 
to provide for a general book promotion 
exhibit at the Exposition. 

Booksellers have doubtless noticed the 
“Trade-Winds” column which has been 
appearing from time to time in the Satur- 
day Review of late. It is signed by one 
P. E. G. Quercus who has readable ideas 
on bookselling. He was rather taken by 
a suggestion made by his assistant, that a 
sign in the window of the shop labeled 
“Questions Answered’ would increase 








visitors. Many booksellers 
would no doubt agree that 
the mere sign, “bookshop,” 
seems to be invitation enough 
to most people, and that a 
written invitation to ask 
questions might possibly be 
taken by most of them as an 
ironic implication. 

Gabriel Wells, who is al- 
most the Morris Gest of 
bookselling, judging by the 
frequency with which his name appears in 
the public press, has again attained the plau- 
dits of the literary world, this time the lit- 
erary world of France. He has subscribed 
50,000 francs to buy the house in which 
Balzac lived in Paris from 1842 to 1848 
and in which he wrote more than twenty 
novels. It had been maintained for years 
as the Musée Balzac but the Society Honoré 
De Balzac was unable to raise funds to 
buy and preserve it until Mr. Wells’ 
generous offer. 

A motion picture announcement of more 
than passing interest is the fact that a con- 
tract has been signed between Sinclair 

i , of Famous-— 
Players, whereby Mr. Lewis will write a 
history of New York from its beginning 
until the present. It will be a mammoth 
spectacle, and will be produced for the 
three hundredth anniversary of New York’s 
founding. Altho no announcement has 
been made as to whether it will be pub- 
lished in book form it should be a possible 
second “Story of Mankind.” 

It is almost comic to see a novel com- 
mended by such men as Augustine Birrell 
appearing in what is perhaps the modern 
counterpart of the ‘““Penny Dreadful.” Still 
one might almost commend the new de- 
velopment in the practice of running 
serials in the newspapers. The trend 
seems to be toward running the most 
popular book of the day as soon as possible. 
The Daily Mirror has been running seri- 
ally “The Constant Nymph.”  Serializa- 
tion of novels of this type must surely gain 
new readers.

6¢ HE world will beat a 
path to his door.” But, 
unfortunately, the world 
won’t, unless it is told about the 
mouse-trap, hairpins, soap, auto- 
mobiles, books or whatever it is 
that a man makes “better than his 
neighbor.” Once upon a time when a 
community had its own baker, shoemaker, 
and blacksmith, and a great many things 
were made at home, that community was 
sufficient unto itself. Today we find that 
the specialists supply not single communi- 
ties but the entire country and often other 
countries. There are many such special- 
ists in each line of business and every day 
finds more entering the field. Due to 
economic conditions, most industries tend 
to concentrate in some one part of the 
country. Raw materials, labor, shipping 
facilities and a great many other things 
make this necessary. Each concern en- 
deavors to get as wide a distribution for 
its product as possible. Competition in al- 
most every line of business is very keen. 
Every possible method is used to intro- 
duce new merchandise. Salesmen call on 
distributors. The “trade” is covered but 
—something must be done to create a de- 
mand on the part of the public. It is 
obviously impossible to expect a large sale 
of a particular brand of goods unless such 
a demand is created. With a great number 
of articles on his shelves, the retailer can- 
not be expected to “push” everything to 
every customer who enters his shop. It is 
equally impossible, especially when the 
items have a low retail sales price, to carry 
them to the public by means of salesmen. 
There are other things of the same sort 
that are already known to the buyers and a 
house-to-house canvasser with an unknown 
line of merchandise has a hard job, and, 
not infrequently, an impossible one._ 
Therefore, some method must be found 
first to introduce and later to continue and 
expand the sale of each new article. This 








is where national advertising and 
publicity comes in—newspapers, 
magazines, billboards, trade papers 
and journals, direct-by-mail and 
“freak or circus stuff” such as sky 
writing, fairs and shows. 

It is apparent that this cannot be 
the retailer’s job. Handling only a small 
part of the total output, he cannot be ex- 
pected to carry the program which sells out- 
side of his community. He can, however, 
and certainly should, help the work by “‘ty- 
ing in” some local advertising and publicity 
with the national campaign. Some manu- 
facturers allow an amount of money to 
each dealer for this work, providing that 
he will do a certain amount of it. This is 
really the most sensible plan as the manu- 
facturer then can be sure that there is 
local assistance to the national work and 
the retailer is enabled to get more local 
business because he is trying harder for it. 
This is not done, except in rare instances, 
in the book business. Publishers, however, 
supply literature for mailing and new cus- 
tomers are attracted to bookstores by pub- 
lishers’ advertising. In this way the book- 
store gets more names to mail material to 
and this develops more business. 

Book advertising has usually been con- 
fined to mediums that go to persons who 
are interested enough in books to buy that 
sort of reading matter—book reviews, and 
the like—just as most of our mailed matter 
has gone to persons who have already pur- 
chased books at our stores. While this 
advertising gets more business it must be 
remembered that we are not creating thus 
a new buying public. 

There are several publishers who, with 
an eye to attracting new business, have left 
the beaten path, and altho no tangible re- 
sults in dollars and cents can be checked, 
there is every reason to believe that* their 
work is creating a demand for books among 
non-book buyers.

An Analysis of Subscription Sets 


3 Librarians Severely Critical 


COMMITTEE of librarians rep- 
A resenting the Pacific Northwest 

Library Association has just issued, 
thru its treasurer, E. L. Chapman of the 
Seattle Public Library, a bulletin on sub- 
scription books from the point of view of 
public libraries. The committee for the 
last nine years has given special attention 
to the subscription set with a view to in- 
forming members as to their suitability for 
library purposes. 

The current bulletin examines about 
seventy-five different works, including 
twenty-three encyclopedias, some for adults 
and some especially for children or schools, 
thirteen sets of collected literature for 
adults, six for children, twelve collections 
of historical material, five dictionaries, eight 
sets of educational books, five religious 
works, five on science and practical arts. 
The classifications indicate the tendencies 
in book publishing in this field in the last 
ten years. . 

The books have not been examined, it 
should be said, from the point of view of 
the home library, for which most of them 
were intended, and there is no indication 
as to whether a re-examination from that 
viewpoint would change any of the 
opinions. Out of the seventy-five, six are 
considered good. 

The question of revised editions is always 
one of the puzzles to those examining sub- 
scription sets. Also considerable attention 
is given to the part that editors play in 





making the sets with which their names 
are connected. One set of histories has an 
introduction by Lord Bryce, and it is 
shown that this same introduction was used 
in Helmholtz’s “History of the World.” 
There are also several references to the bad 
practice which some firms have adopted of 
selling books on the “free gift’ method, 
which was so discredited in the trade prac- 
tice submittal held at Washington, May 
20, 1924, by the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion. 

The library report finds that the work 
called “Source Book,” in ten volumes, is the 
same set as the old Home and School Ref- 
erence work, which was criticized by the 
Federal Trade Commission for having been 
sold on the free gift plan. The Iowa Li- 
brary Commission reports that the present 
scheme is to offer a set of the work to a 
public library free on the condition that the 
library subscribes to two year-books and 
special bibliographic services for ten years 
for $59.50 or $69.50, the claim being that 
the set was sold to the public for $120. 
On two or three other sets the same state- 
ment is made that the give-away method in 
some form or other is still in use.

500, or $8 per 1,000. On the face of the 
card, beside the room for the dealer’s ad- 
dress, is the statement, “What are you in- 
terested in? Our service to customers in- 
cludes the sending of news of all kinds of 
books. We will be glad to send you our 
lists and announcements if you will fill in 
your name and address on the back of this 
card and check the subjects of special in- 
terest to you.” On the back of the card 
is space for name, street, city, occupation, 
note, and a list of 17 subjects which can 
be checked by the customer. These cards 


are 3/4 x 5% in size.

In this connec- 
tion, the question of the clerk that is often 
heard, “Something for you?” is not good 
salesmanship. ‘Can I help you?” is much 
better, as the customer will more times than 
otherwise appreciate the helpful coopera- 
tion on the part of the clerk. 

“One of the greatest problems in many 
stores is to get the salesman or saleslady 
to take a real interest in the customer. 
Such an attitude is one of the most import-

THE LOVE OF LITERATURE 


To the Editor of the Timks: 

Sir,—There is surely a strong element 
of humbug in the pretention that English 
people take any practical interest in litera- 
ture. They are certainly not encouraged 
by the booksellers to do so. Anyone who 
suddenly asks for the text of any modern 
classic will find this out in a moment. 

If there is an author who might be ex- 
pected to rouse perennial curiosity it is Jean 
Jacques Rousseau. I have just inquired at 
the shops of nine leading London book- 
sellers and have failed in every case to dis- 
cover an edition. The solitary copy these 
nine great bibliopoles could produce was 
One in very small type, very bad text, and 
an enormous price. 

The other day I searched the foreign 
bookshops of London for a Petrarch—the 
plain text of the sonnets in Italian. In 
vain! I then ordered a copy of one of the 
principal booksellers, and after long delay 
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received the answer that they were “unable 
to hear of any edition” which they “could 
supply”! 

This experience could be repeated over 
and over again. The booksellers have no 
enterprise and no ambition in dealing with 
any books but those of the moment. Buyers 
have no pertinacity and no real interest. 
The whole pretence of a public love of 
literature is a delusion, and the sooner we 
recognize it the better.

HOUGHTON MIFFLIN COM- 

PANY has just published ‘Rare 
Glasses of the XVII and XVIII Cen- 
turies” by Joseph Bles, in a special limited 
edition of 250 copies. The volume is a 
handsome quarto, illustrated with 100 re- 


productions of the rarest specimens of glass. 
This is an important book on a subject of 


great interest to collectors. In no work on 
English glass has such a large number of 
effectively reproduced plages from pieces 
of exceptional interest and quality been 
brought together, and to the advanced col- 
lector the book will form an invaluable 
guide. 


AS told in cable dispatches, the danger 

which for several years threatened the 
seclusion of the churchyard at Stoke Poges 
made famous by Gray’s “Elegy,” is at last 
to be wholly removed. Early in the year, 
the London Times published an appeal by 
the parochial church council of Stoke Poges 
for funds to purchase ten acres of land 
which adjoin the churchyard and which 
seemed likely to fall into the hands of the 
builders; to carry out repairs to the church 


steeple. Canon Barnett, the vicar, has an- 
nounced that the conservation plans have 
been successful, the church property will 
be handed over to the National Trust, 
which insures the preservation and care of 
the famous old church and churchyard as 


Gray described it. 
A CABLEGRAM in the New York 
Times from Berlin reports that a small 
fragment of the original “Codex Sinaiticus 
of the Bible” dating from the Emperor 
Constantine, has been found in a collection 
of parchments, most of which were from 
the Sinai Cloister, belonging to Dr. Grote 
of Berlin, by Professor Bees, who is a rec- 
ognized authority on parchment manu- 
scripts. Professor Bees believes that the 
fragment is a portion of one of the fifty 
handwritten Scriptures which Constantine 
ordered written and distributed  thru- 
out Asia Minor and other Greek colonies, 
and that it is the oldest written fragment 
of the Holy Scriptures yet discovered. 
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H M. LEYDENBERG, in the July 

* number of the New York Public 
Library Bulletin, considers at some length 
the letters written by Lord Macaulay to 
Henry S. Randall between 1857 and 1859, 
in which the English author gives his views 
of the future of the United States. Since 
their first appearance in Harper’s Magazine 
in February, 1877, they have often been 
quoted in political contests. ‘These interest- 
ing letters of Lord Macaulay, vigorously 
assailing the Jeffersonian principles, are not 
included in Macaulay’s printed works. The 
original letters are owned by Leo Oppen- 
heimer of New York and thru his courtesy 
the Bulletin gives reproductions of the 
holographs. 


THE National Library of Madrid is not 

often mentioned among the great libra- 
ries of Europe but its historical collections 
are of great value nevertheless. It has 
many books that survived the torch of the 
Inquisition. For instance, it has a collec- 
tion of priceless manuscripts—the most im- 
portant of its kind in Spain—dating from 
eleventh century onward. ‘There are beau- 
tifully illuminated examples of the work of 
Spanish, Flemish, French, Italian and Ger- 
man craftsmanship. ‘There is an interest- 
ing collection of autographs covering a 
period of four centuries. There are sec- 


tions devoted to the fine arts, music and. 


maps. In 1905 a Cervantes room was 
opened and at once attracted great atten- 
tion. It contains copies from nearly all the 
published editions of Cervantes’ works, in 
nearly every language, from the first edi- 
tion of “Don Quixote” onward. On the 
walls are interesting modern pictures de- 
picting the life of Cervantes and of his 
famous knight—one and the same person, 
Spaniards say. 


HE “Life of Thomas Holcroft,” writ- 

ten by himself and continued to the time 
of his death from his diary, notes, and 
other papers, by William Hazlitt, and 
newly edited with an introduction and 
notes by Elbridge Colby, illustrated with 
portraits and facsimiles, has just been pub- 
lished in two handsome volumes in a limited 
edition of 700 copies by Constable of Lon- 
don. First published in 1818, it has since 
been reprinted only in the “Collected 
Works” of William Hazlitt, edited by 
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Waller and Grover in 1902. The present 
edition is the first separate reissue of the 
work ever undertaken, and by far the most 
complete text ever published. 


MANY collectors will be glad to know 

of the forthcoming publication of a 
second series volume of the “‘Bibliographies 
of Modern Authors” uniform with Henry 
Danielson’s well received work of that title 
published in 1921, which quickly ran out 
of print. The new volume, by C. A. and 
H. W. Stonehill, will give full collations 
of some 200 “collected” items, none of 
which have been collated in print before 
and many of which are now brought to 
light for the first time. The six authors 
thus dealt with are: John Davidson, Ernest 
Dowson, Katherine Mansfield, Alice Mey- 
nall, Walter Pater, and Francis Thomp- 
son. Facsimiles of title pages will be in- 
cluded ; the format will be a demy octavo. 
The edition will be limited to 750 num- 
bered copies. 


"THE recent effort to locate the famous 
Bixby letter written by Abraham Lin- 
coln during the Civil War inspired a similar 
effort to find the original manuscript of the 
epitaph of Benjamin Franklin, written 
nearly two hundred years ago, when, as a 
young printer, he lay seriously ill in Phila- 
delphia. It is now reported that it has 
been found in the collection of William 
Mason of Chicago, who purchased it more 
than a decade ago. Mr. Mason’s collec- 
tion, it is said, contains, in addition to 
many rare Franklin items, unpublished 
letters by Washington, Jefferson, John 
Paul Jones, and other statesmen, generals, 
and authors of the Revolutionary War 
period and of the early years of the Ameri- 
can Republic. In addition to its rare auto- 
graph letters and manuscripts, it contains 
much rare Americana as well. For instance, 
its Frankliniana contains many rare Indian 
treaties printed by Franklin; ‘Poor 
Richard’s Almanac” virtually complete 
from its first copy printed in 1733; and a 
complete set of Franklin’s General Maga- 
zine and History and Chronicle, the second 
magazine to be printed in America.
